body of Maker was found, picked 
up 


a whitehandled pocKet knife. On in- 
quiry we are told that little import- 
ance is attched to this discovery. The 
blade isrusty, and seemingly tbe in- 
strument has not been used for a long 
time. It is. not claimed the find cuts 


The murderers left not the slightest 


trace behind them. They seem to have 
done their bloody work in a method- 
icalmanner. 
Even the positions in 
which the dead 
were found are be- 
lieved by the officers to have been not 
accidental. 
Mrs Williams' throat was 
cut,they believe, not as 
she lay upon 
her back on tbe bed, 
but when her 


faoe was turned 
downward. In this 
way the knife-weilder would avoid 
getting bis hands and clothing soaked 
in the blood of his victim. After the 
life fluidhad been let out, tbe body 
was turned over on its baok.the hands 
placed as 
they were found, 
and the 
pillowover the face.

lodged in the county jail there. 
Wed

morning sheriff Norman 
and 
district attorney 
Vicini went 
over 
to San Andreas to interview tbe 
sus- 
pects, in the hope ot getting some 
tangible olew to work ou. 
They were 
all,half breeds, aud oue 
of them has 
recently been released from state pris- 
on. 
One of the men was 
brought 
to 
Jackson the same eveuing, and lodged 
in jail. His name is Dan Barry. Nei- 
ther he nor the other two arrested are 
residents 
of Amador county. 
They 
belong 
to Calaveras 
county, aud live 
some six miles from San Andreas, on 
the Calaveras river. 
What 
evidence 
the officers have 
against 
the one in 
jail we do not know. 
Whether 
he is 
suspected 
of being concerned 
in the 
murders 
himself, 
or of 
having 
a 
knowledge of facts connected 
with the 
tragedies 
which might lead to tbe 
identity ot the guilty ones, we cannot 
say. 
The officials are wisely no£ tell- 
ing all they know; at the same time 
newspaper 
correspondents 
on the out- 
side are telling a great deal more than 
they know. Tbe latter fact has ham-

the officers in their efforts to 
ferret out tbe case.

be reached the age of 21 years. Itwas 
the purpose of the trust that this con- 
veyance be made at the time stated, 
no matter whether Mrs Williams be 
livingor dead. 
After the funeral of 
the old lady last week, the deed 
was 
surrendered to Mrs Yoak. It is now 
in the bands of the officers. 
How the 
death of the boy will affect the dis- 
position of the property is not clear. 
The property is not of much 
value.

believed it for a moment. 
He 
was 


not that kind of a boy. 
He 
was un- 


used to the ways of tbe world, inex- 
perienced, had never visited a city 
untillast October, 
when be went to 


see' bis father in Sacramento. 
Be- 


sides there was nothing vicious about 
him; he bad never nhifted for him- 
self, and would naturally shrink from 
facing tbe worldas an outcast. 


There is littledoubt that two men 


were involved in the murders. 
How 


young Maker was persuaded to accom- 
pauy bis slayers to the spot where his 
body was found is a matter of conjec- 
ture, jTo get to that place 
from the 


house of horror, it was not necessary 
to pass over or near any traveled road. 
They went away from the 
town, and 


as the Williams' house is the 
first 


dwelling on entering tbe village from 
the north-east, they took a south east- 
erly direction toward the river, over 
the land belonging to J. H. Moore, 
and would not pass any human habi- 
tation. A trailleads to tbe Williams' 
house a short distance in this 
direc- 


tion, and is then lost in tbe mass 
of 


stones and tailings. 


This crime ot. crimes 
continues 
to 


be the leading topic 
of conversation 


throughout tbe comity. . 


The body of the boy, Chester Maker, 


was found about buarter a mile from 
the bouse where his grandmother, 
Mrs 


Phoebe 
Williams, 
was killed, 
and 


some fiftyyards from the Mokelumne 
river. 
He was lying face downward 


withone arm under bis head, as if it 
had been raised to protect 
his 
face. 


The body was in a terrible state 
of 


decomposition. 
It had laid there ex- 


posed to the sun from Sunday 
night 


tillFriday morning. 
Sheriff Normau 


on finding the body, did not attempt 
to shift it iv any way, 
but 
allowed 


it to remain 
undisturbed 
uutil 
the 


coroner . and other 
officials reached 


the scene. 
The boy's hat was a 
few 


feet from the body, as though it had 
fallen from bis bead in a scuffle. The 
inroads of decomposition 
had brokeu 


the scalp on the back of tbe head, ex- 
posing tbe skull,', and tbe natural di- 
vision of the skull. 
To the onlooker 


this seemed like a fracture, and hence 
it was at first thought that the back of 
bis bead bad b?en crushed in with a 
blow. 
There were two pools ot blood 


near the body, and itis supposed that 
be did not yield his life without a 
struggle with his murderer. 
When the 


dootosS arrived a critical examination 
was made. 
Tbe body was turned, 
or 


rather rolled over, aud itthen became 
apparent 
how be oame by his death. 


A savage thrust in the throat 
with a 


sharp 
instrument, 
bad . severed 
tbe 


windpipe aud artery 
aud penetrated 


to tbe spinal column, as in tbe

of Mrs Williams. 
There is scarcely a 


doubt that tbe same 
instrument 
aud 


same 
band inflicted tbe 
wounds in 


each case. 
The eyeballs were project- 


ing, and the tongue 
was 
protruding, 


tbe .teeth having punctured it in the 
death agonies. 
Intbe opinion of the 


physicians, 'the 
victim 
had 
been 


strangled into unconsciouness 
before 


the gash iv the throat 
bad 
been in- 


flicted. The body was 
dressed 
iv a 


pair of overalls, and tbe teunis 
shoes 


purobased in lone tbe day before 
the 


murder were ou bis 
feet. 
Although 


decay had made his features 
unrecog- 


nizable, there was not tbe least ques- 
tion of his identity. 
The father, Lee 


Maker, was present and identified the 
boy, as well as others 
who knew him 


well. 
The spot 
where 
be lay .was 


covered witb tbe refuse from mining, 
without vegetatiou. 
There 
was 
no 


trail, and no dust or soft 
grouud 
to 


reveal tbe imprints of human feet. It 
was some 50 yards from tbe river, and 
itis surmised that the murderers con- 
ducted tbe boy thither withthe inten- 
tion of throwing bis body inthe river. 
It was moonlight, and near 
by is a 


point frequented 
by 
fishing parties. , 


A fishing party was there that night, 
and this fact itis thought 
frustrated 


tbe designs ot the perpetrators iv tliiu 
direction.
